THE LAWYER SAID 
TO HAVE 
QUITTED THE PREACHER. 


S o m e 
L ate 
D e v e lo p m e n t» o f th e G reat 
T rial That W ill B e G r atify in g to th e 
Plym outh Pastor*» Friend« —The Chlei 
Counsel for the Prosecution Convinced 
of the Innoeense of the Accused. 


New Y ork , March ¡¡8.—Here is somo curi­ 
ous post-mortem 
ovidenco for Beochor, 
though it is not of a nature to receive Judi­ 
cial consideration, since it consists simply of 
the opinion of Tilton’s chief lawyer in the 
crcat scandal trial that the defendant was 
innocent. 
That counsel was \V i ham A. 
Reach, now deal. 
At the time of the Tilton 
suit ho had lately removal to New York 
from Troy, where ho had been for years a 
leader at the bar; but in the metropolis he 
was unknown to the general public, 
and was 
desirous of greater fame than his q uiet but 
lucrative busiuess as an attorney for several 
railroads gave to him. 
Hu was gifted with 
singular eloq uence, and ho tbougul that he 
saw in this Beecher m atter the opportunity 
of his life. 
He know Tilton personally, and 
believ ed in the truth of his grievance. 
Ho he 
took the case with vory small prospect of po- 
cuniary recompense, but willing to exert 
himself for'glory. 
There ia now authority 
for saying that before the six months of the 
trial wore over, Beach was convinced that 
Beecher was guiltless of adultery with Mrs. 
Tilton. 
The authorities for this statement are ex- 
Congressman Martin 1. Townsend and Irv­ 
ing Browne. Theyjsay that Beach declared to 
them his firm belief in Beecher’s goodness. 
Townsend is aTrov lawyer of eminence and the 
utmost prominence. 
‘‘Beach started in with 
full faith that Tilton had a sound case,” he 
says; “but the trial was not Half ovor beforo 
be changed his mind.

Irving Browne

was elected circuit judge by the legislature

States district judge for the southern district 
of Illinois, which position he has continu­ 
ously held for the post thirty-two years.

It wn near the middle of April. 
Dark nr s 
had settled down over the great bivon.u*. 
The hueles liad sounded tie* tattoo. 
ho 
grizzled veterans who had h» *on squatting 
around the earnp fires, talk ing over 11 so 
scenes of the past, and wondering v hen the 
war would 1 k> over—had k nock ed the ndies 
from their pipes and crawled within their 
little “pup” tents, or their « bolters made of 
boughs. 
All was still save the measured 
tread of the sentinels as they pass« *d to and 
fro upon their beats around the sleeping 
army. 
Suddenly there came rattling through tie* 
clear night air a sound that aroused every 
soldier in an instant. 
We had often heard it 
before and it always meant busiia *->. 
it was 
the long roll at division headquarters. 
And 
such a long roll as it was! The drummer 
handled his stick s us if he was pounding for 
his very life. 
When a soldier hears the long 
roll ho never waits for orders. 
It is an alarm 
that has but one meaning. 
His duty is to get 
“traps” on and tak e his place in line, and to 
f>e very lively about it, too. The drums at 
the headquarters of each brigade took up t he 
sound and the piercing blasts of bugles joined 
in the chorus, startled from their sleep, the 
soldiers k ick ed off their blank et» , and it 
wasn’t a minute* until the companies were 
formed, every man with his accouterments 
buck led on and his musk et at. “shoulder” iu 
response to the “Fall in!” of the orderly ser­ 
geants. 
Again drums and bugles sounded, 
the companies marched to the color line and 
the regiments were ready for action. 
It was 
a moonless night, and the dark ness of the oak 
woods was but feebly disjtelled here and there 
by the flick ering light of the smoldering I ires. 


MOMENTS OF ANXIOUS SUSPENSE. 
Every ear was strained to catch the rattle 
of shots on the pick et line. 
No sound was 
heard save the bustle of the assembling troops 
and the voices of the officers as they gave the 
necessary commands.

announcing the surrender of Leo's army. The 
s(*ene that followed no words can adequately 
describe. The colonel and adjutant swung 
their hats and danced around and fairly 
howled. 
Every officer and soldier in the regi­ 
ment, and in every other regiment, did the 
same thing. 
Wo had heard shouting and 
yelling before, and had done our full share of 
it on occasion, but never anything lik e that 
which g» *eeted the reading of this dispatch. 
From one end of the camp to the other the 
confusion and uproar were prodigious. 
M» u 
laughed and danced and hugged one another, 
and rent the air with every k ind of noise pos 
sible to the human voice pitched in its highest 
k ey. It was as if the inmates of a score of 
lunatic asylums had been turned loose in those 
Tennessee woods. 
When the yelling had in some degree sub­ 
sided, from sheer vocal ex haustion, the sol­ 
diers began to cast about for other means to 
mak e a noise, 
it didn't matter what it was 
—the more discordant the better,only so that 
it helped to swell the awful din. 
Meanwhile 
all the brass bands were playing, though 
nobody could tell what the tunes were; the 
shriek of llfes and rattle of drums were hoard 
on every hand, and the buglers strained to 
mak e Ihcniselves heard until it seemed us it 
they would blow their heads off. Then the 
artillery ojiened. Gun after gun joined in 
the mighty chorus until every battery in the 
corpy was sending forth its thunders to echo 
among the mountains. 
Regiment after regi­ 
ment began to fire their musk ets. The men 
took their cartridges from their box es, poured 
in the powder, 
rammed down the paper for 
wadding, and biassed away. The balls they 
threw* upon 
the ground; 
there was no further 
use for them. 
A LITERAL PANDEMONIUM. 
1 Perhaps 
y o u can iutfgiue the din, but it s 
mo re likely y o u can’t. When the so ldiers 
ha*l shot 
away their cartridges they hunted 


up alt the camp k ettles mi l tin pans, nno 
1« at 
them furiously with stick s and stones, Mil 
yelling and shouting as fastens they could 
gather -breath enough 'to do so. The camp 
was a 'literal pandemonium. 
IfoajK-d with 
wo o d the Arcs blazed high, and the forest was 
aglow with light. 
Men did all sort# of grotesque and i i»!i u 
Jon* things. They climbed trees and yell***! 
through I he branches; they made be roe 
speeches from logs and stumps; they turned 
their c lothe s 
inside out; they rode one an 
other on |*oles— they did everything that 
great fertility of resource in this direct; >n 
could suggest. 
At tho headquarters of 
o ur 
brigade a horse buck et full of eggnog was 
made, and tho general and his staff indulged 
iu copious libations. 
After several “rounds” 
they sallied forth and seized tho instruments 
of the band, and formed fora parade through 
the earnp. Tho general headed tho process 
sion with the bass drum, which ho pounded 
so furiously that he brok e in one 
o f the 
heads. The 
staff officer*, with horn« , blew 
the m ost wildly discordant blasts. 
Ah they 
marched hither 
and thither, regimental and 
company officer* 
and hundred* of soldier* 
fell in behind tho general and his staff, nntil 
tho co lumn o f ho wling lunatic# was a quarter 
of a mile lo ng. 
Fo ur y ear* o f to iling and suffering such as 
o thers kno w no t, o f weary marches and v igils 
by day and by night, thro ugh fierce heat and 
lieating sto rm; o f facing the pitiless bullets 
and screaming shell, amid 
awful scenes

death and human anguish; lo ng mo nths and 
y ear# that had thinned regiment# o f U>00 to 
100—all were |>u.st, tho end had co me, and Ik* 
fo re the ey es o f these scarred and war wo rn 
v eterans aro se in a mo ment blessed pictures

they indulged in these wild and ex trav agant 
demo nstratio ns o f jo y ? Added to these were 
th“ glad feelings o f v icto ry at last, a fte r all 
the Mo o d and wretchedness, and the patrio tic 
rejo icing o v er a natio n sav ed by their v alo r 
and sacrifices.

The 1*0 is a fa nut i‘ al sect of dervishes, lu re 
k nown u; “ Li..ow,» ” or “Isovva." They nr< 
the follower* of a saint named Ron Isa, whore 
tomb is at Fez. An annual pilgrimage is 
made at ll a shrine or to another at Moquim 
When the** pilgrims return, as on the day in 
question, they halt outside tin* town; then 
processions go out to meet them with banners 
u;.d music. 
Starting at a distance of a quar­ 
ter of a mile from the town, the pilgrims pro­ 
ceed to dance themselves into a fury while 
edging slowly toward the gate. They liovvl 
and writhe their bodies lik e the howling der­ 
vishes at Scutari, and are a hideous look ing 
cretv . Occasionally they rend a live sheep in 
pieces and devour it. 
Men with long stick s stand about to k eep 
them in place, for tho fanatics sometimes 
break loose and rush through the crowd, and, 
they say, sometimes m altreat people. 
I 
thought the thing a little theatrical and not 
entirely genuine, although I saw men stand 
in hot coals and stick sk ewers through their 
cheek s, but it all look ed to bedono for effect. 
As a wild sjjectacle it was a success, though— 
half-nak ed, howling men, covered w ith blocil 
and look ing mail. 
I was standing in the crowd, look ing at 
the thing, when a soldier sent by the bashaw, 
who was near by, advised me to move to a 
more respectful distance, so perhaps the ex ­ 
citement may have some reality. Tho un­ 
fortunate Jews have to get out of the way on 
these occasions, as they are often maltreated. 
It took the “Isowa” 
a couple of hours to 
dance their quarter mile, so I had time to 
get into town and see them again. 
They dis 
banded at the gate of the town; that, is, they 
ceased to k eep any semblance of order. The 
main street was cleared and the shops shut, 
and from the window of 
a house 1 saw them 
come rushing down the street, howling and 
shriek ing on their way to the mosque, where 
they are k ept until they are calmed down. •— 
Foreign Letter.

“Do you have as much trouble getting sea 
food out there as you did at first 
f a famous 
Boniface of New York ask ed the proprietor 
of a great hotel in the west. 
Tho western landlord laughed a while and 
then said: “No, I have no trouble at all, for 
the simple reason that I don’t try to get sea 
food. 
Tin* first year I was there 1 tried to 
mak e a specialty of it. 
I hail saddle rock s 
specially shipped; lobsters by the ton almost 
brought on ice; Little Neck s from Long Island; 
soft and hard crabs from Fulton m ark et; 
shrimps from New Orleans, and finally, as a 
great treat for a sjM*eial Sunday dinner, once 
I had two 
barrels of Dux bury 
clams 
shipped 
from Boston. 
The 
clams cost 
me # 10 a barrel, and the freight was 
# 10 more, and that made a fairly ex pensive 
little delicacy. The clams cost me $25 before 
1 got them on the table. 
But 1 rut her flat­ 
tered myself that I had got tho Lilge on table 
delicacies of tho sea food order in the west. 
But the barrel of Dux bury clams settled the 
business. 
I have lmd my faith in native 
oysters as a western table delicacy shak en by 
complaints that they were too salt, too cold, 
too large, too all these things that in the east 
go to mak e a good oyster. 
One day a 
wealthy ranchman who always stops with me, 
said: 
‘Look here, what k ind of oysters were 
those we had to-day ? 
They were no good.’ 
I told him they were fresh oysters, just 
shipped in ice from New York . 
‘Well, my 
folk s didn’t lik e ’em, and more of your guests 
are complaining. 
We don’t lik e these eastern 
oysters, anyway. They are too slimy. 
We 
lik e tho western oysters.’ 
I tumbled. 
They 
had been used all their 
lives to canned oys­ 
ters, and the fresh, 
salty oysters seemed 
stale to them. 
All right, I thought. Canned 
oysters are cheap; the others are 
dear. 
So 
after that my guest# hod canned oysters, and 
I never had a k ick .”—New York Sun.
